FOODS 


MILK  SUPPLY. 


There  are  28  retailers  of  milk  in  the  area. 

Licenses  issued  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
Pasteurised  and  Sterilised  Milk  Regulations  1949,  and  Milk  (Special 
Designations)  Raw  Milk  Regulations  1949  are  as  follows: 


Dealers  licenced  to  sell  pasteurised  milk  - 18 

Dealers  licenced  to  sell  tuberculin  tested  milk  - 14 

Dealers  licenced  to  sell  sterilised  milk  - l6 

Supplementary  licenses  to  retailers  outside 

the  area  to  sell  designated,  milk  in  the  area  - 20 


10  Samples  of  designated  milk  were  taken  and  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination.  Of  these  2 were  below  standard.  The 
dairy  concerned,  which  is  outside  this  area,  and  also  the  County  Auth- 
orities were  notified  and  subsequent  examination  of  the  milk  from  these 
premises  showed  a satisfactory  improvement. 

The  number  of  inspections  of  dairy  premises  is  83. 


ICE  CREAM. 


Ice-cream  is  a much  safer  food  than  it  was  in  pre-war  days. 
Most  of  it  is  produced  in  ideal  conditions  in  factories  in  which  there 
is  maintained  a very  high  standard  of  hygiene.  It  is  delivered  to  the 
shops  in  cartons,  and  stored  at  the  correct  temperature  in  refrigerators 
until  it  is  sold  to  the  consumer.  Much  of  it  is  prepacked,  and  this 
of  course  reduces  the  risk  of  contamination  to  a minimum.  12  samples 
were  taken  during  the  year  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination, 
of  which  11  were  satisfactory.  Special  attention  was  given  to  the 
premises  from  which  the  bad  sample  was  taken. 

There  are  25  retailers  of  ice-cream  on  the  register.

Meat,  fish  and  fruit  shops  are  regularly  visited,  and  the 
food  exposed  for  sale  or  stored  is  examined. 

Pork  butchers'  premises,  where  sausage  meat  and  small  goods 
are  prepared,  receive  great  and  constant  attention. 

Bakehouses  are  regularly  inspected,  and  the  sanitary 
conditions  are  noted  and  dealt  with  as  required. 

There  were  no  cases  of  food-poisoning  notified  during  the 

year. 


The  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  is  administered  by  the 
Monmouthshire  County  Council. 

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

There  is  at  present  one  licensed  private  slaughterhouse 
in  the  area.  With  the  exception  of  these  premises,  nearly  all 
the  meat  obtained  in  the  area  is  purchased  from  slaughterhouses 
in  Maesycwmmer,  Newport,  and  Abergavenny,  at  all  of  which  there 
is  maintained  an  adequate  inspection  staff.  At  Maesycwmmer  the 
salary  of  the  full-time  meat  inspector  is  by  agreement  apportioned 
between  the  councils  of  Bedwellty,  Gelligaer,  Bedwas  & Machen,  and 
Mynyddislwyn. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  animals  killed  and  the 
amount  of  meat  condemned  in  the  Maesycwmmer  Slaughterhouse.

This  gives  a total  weight  of  approximately  1112  tons. 

The  total  weight  of  meat  and  offal  condemned  was  approximately 
15  tons  13  cwt. 
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Food  & Drugs  Act  - Sampling. 

My  acknowledgement  is  due  to  Mr.  A.W.  Prosser,  Chief 
Weights  & Measures  Inspector  for  the  County,  in  supplying  me  with 
the  following  information  of  samples  of  food  and  drink  taken  for 
examination  under  the  Foods  & Drugs  Act3  in  this  area. 

During  the  year  87  samples  were  taken,  consisting  of 
58  milks;  24  other  foods;  and  5 of  ice-cream. 

The  Public  Analyst  certified  all  these  samples  with  the 
exception  of  1 ice-cream  to  be  up  to  the  standards  required. 

The  sample  of  ice-cream  was  found  to  be  deficient  in  fat. 
Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  against  the  trader  who  was  con- 
victed, and  fined  £3  with  £2  2s.  costs.

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Slum  Clearance, 


Since  the  war  much  attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  ever  increasing 
number  of  houses  which  are  deteriorating  into  slums.  The  factors  which 
are  mainly  responsible  are  the  inevitable  neglect  during  the  war  years; 
the  high  cost  of  repairs  as  compared  with  fixed  rentals;  the  urgent 
demand  for  new  houses  which  make  it  difficult  for  local  authorities  to 
allocate  houses  for  slum  clearance.  To  deal  with  this  problem  the 
Government  introduced  the  Housing  Repairs  & Rents  Act  1954-  Three  of 
its  main  provisions  are  that  it  gives  greater  facilities  for  the  obtain- 
ing of  improvement  grants;  provides  for  the  increase  of  house-rents 
under  certain  conditions;  and  imposes  certain  obligations  on  local 
authorities  for  dealing  with  slum  clearance.  At  this  point  I would  like 
to  try  to  explain  what  the  word  "slum"  means,  because  it  is  open  to  such 
wide  interpretation,  and  is  used  very  loosely.  Its  origin  is  obscure, 
but  it  meant  originally  a thickly  populated  area  where  the  houses  and 
conditions  of  life  were  of  a squalid  and  wretched  character.  It  may  be 
said  today  that  this  is  no  longer  the  case,  but  that  it  is  a technical 
term  used  in  a very  loose  fashion  to  denote  a collection  of  unsatisfactory 
houses.  The  policy  of  the  Government  as  outlined  in  the  Act  is  that 
deterioration  of  existing  houses  should  be  checked,  and  that  sub-standard 
and  unsatisfactory  houses  which  cannot  be  repaired  and  modernised  at 
anything  like  reasonable  cost  should  be  demolished.  The  Government 
realizes  that  re-housing  of  the  families  concerned  will  take  many  years 
to  accomplish,  and  that  in  the  interim  period,  if  necessary,  some  effort 
should  be  made  to  patch  up  these  houses  temporarily.  It  is  for  those 
reasons  that  there  are  provisions  in  the  Act  which  will  give  to  Local 
Authorities  the  power  to  acquire  certain  houses  in  Clearance  Areas,  and 
individual  unfit  houses,  and  to  spend  a limited  amount  of  money  on  them 
to  make  them  more  tolerable  pending  demolition.  This  is  known  as  the 
technique  of  "deferred  demolition".  Every  Local  Authority  was  asked  to 
make  a survey  of  all  the  houses  in  its  area  which  appeared  to  be  of  a 
poor  standard,  and  to  submit  proposals  as  to  how  they  were  to  be  dealt 
with.  If  the  resources  of  the  local  authority  were  not  sufficient  to 
replace  all  these  houses  in  five  years,  then  the  process  of  acquiring 
and  patching  up  the  remainder  was  advised. 

As  a result  of  my  survey  I was  of  the  opinion  that  it  was  not 
necessary  for  this  Council  to  become  "slum  landlords'.'  Virtually  this 
authority  has  no  slum  problem.  Compared  with  the  big  industrial  towns, 
this  area  is  in  a very  fortunate  position.  Much  of  the  area  is  of  a 
semi- rural  character,  and  some,  though  not  all,  of  the  cottages  built 
originally  to  house  the  agricultural  worker  still  make  good  healthy  homes 
despite  the  fact  that  they  are  lacking  in  modern  amenities. 

The  number  of  unfit  houses  was  found  to  be  6l,  and  these  are 
expected  to  be  dealt  with  by  closure  or  demolition  in  five  years.  I 
may  say  that  this  can  be  considered  as  a continuance  of  this  Councils 
wise  policy  of  improving  the  standard  of  housing  by  a process  of  gradually 
eliminating  the  sub-standard  properties.  It  was  proposed  that  a 
further  49  houses  which  I can  best  describe  as  border-line  cases,  and 
which  will  probably  be  unfit  in  five  years  time  unless  their  deterioration 
is  checked,  should  be  the  subject  of  a further  five  years  programme. 

These  proposals  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  & Local  Government, 
and  approved.  Good  progress  has  already  been  made  on  the  above  scheme. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  under  review,  twelve  of  the  6l  unfit  houses  had 
already  been  dealt  with  or  were  in  process  of  being  dealt  with.
